The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach, disclose, or suggest the claimed limitations of (in combination with all 
other limitations in the claim), an image data recording processor that can record image data in a 
recording medium that is readily removable from and attachable to an image reading device 
housing; a recording operation determination processor that determines, based on a state of said
